Because of Easter all our enemies 
and powers of Nature are powerless. Because of Easter no difficulty, no cross is 
heavy, no temptation too great. Because of Easter, our earthly life has been 
transformed. 
We have to continue our daily tasks, but the light of Easter shows us that we are 
called to greater things. May thus the light of Easter lead us triumphantly 
through the minor sufferings and greater crosses of this life to the glory of our 
own resurrection.
